A EB ATES ON FREIGHT 


Anaconda, Mont., June 
8.—One of 
the most serious accidents iii the his­ 
tory of coal mining 
in Montana has 
occurred In the mines of the North­ 
ern Pacific at Rocky 
Fork, near Red 
Lodge, Carbon county. 
Eight men are dead, all victims of 
the deadly white damp that filled the 
corridors of the mine 
after the fire, 
which 
started 
Wednesday. 
Their 
bodies have been 
recovered, but the 
story of tin work of rescue parties Is 
a 
talc of 
unexcelled bravery 
and 
heroic self sacrifice. 
Of the dead, two were members of 
one of the parties that 
entered the 
mine in the effort to reach the men 
known to be there. 
The dead are: 
Ternnco 
Fleming, William 
Bailey, 
Mike Oabri&ge, Thomas Skelley, Al 
Modale, Matt Reikka, Roy Carey and 
Joe Bracey. 
Carey and Brae ay were of the rescue 
party. 
The 
fire that, caused 
the trouble 
started in incline No. 0 Wednesday. 
This was believed to be under control 
after a long hard ft gilt. 
At 7:30 a. rn. 
the rescue party started down No. 6 
incline, proceeding 
cautiously, as it 
was found that there were still traces 
of fire. 
When they reached a depth 
of l,2v>0 feet all were overcome. Seven 
managed to struggle back to where 
they could !>e reached.

Philadelphia, 
June 8.—New' 
light 
was shed on tho motives leading to 
the abolition of freight rebates by the 
railways when 
James McCrca, 
first 
vice president 
of tho 
Pennsylvania 
company, which operates the Pennsyl 
navia railway lines west of Pittsburg, 
appeared as a witness before tho in 
terstate 
commerce commission. 
Mr. 
McCrea expressed 
himself 
as favor­ 
able to publicity in the rat ing of mines 
and the distribution of cars. 
He sur­ 
prised 
the commissioners 
and their 
counsel by announcing that for nearly 
two years and up to the time of Presi­ 
dent 
Cassatt’s recent 
departure for 
Europe the hoard of directors of tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, of which he Is 
a 
member, 
had 
been 
considering 
means for eliminating the private car 
from the lines of the company. 
He 
declared the company had concluded 
that the u. c of these ears was unwar­ 
ranted. 
Toward the conclusion of his testi­ 
mony 
Attorney Glasgow 
asked Mr. 
McCrea when President 
Cassatt de­ 
cided to stop rebating. 
"Just as soon as he got control of 
tho Pennsylvania railway; that wa* in 
18S9,” said Mr. McCrea. 
"Simultaneously the community of 
Interest 
plan 
was adopted, 
w a s it 
not?" w a s Mr. Glasgow’s next ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. McCrea said he was not certain 
as to that. 
He then 
entered into a 
lengthy explanation of the rebate sys­ 
tem and declared that the directors 
of other roads were pleased with the 
idea of abolishing it when the subject 
was brought to their attention.

Paul, June 8.—Eight dead, many 
seriously 
Injured and 
thousands of 
dollars worth of property blown away, 
briefly summarizes the effects of tho 
storm which devastated 
sections of 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Mich­ 
igan. 
There were two separate storms 
in Southern Minnesota 
and Western 
Wisconsin and another in the north­ 
ern part 
of Minnesota, 
which also 
swept over into Wisconsin. 
The dead 
are: 
Near 
Stoddard, 
Wis.—Halvor 
J. 
Halvorson. 
Near Caledonia, Minn.—Mrs. Peter 
Meyers and two children. 
Near 
North 
Branch, 
Minn.—Mr. 
Engdahl, Sr., and Andrew 
H. Olson, 
the latter killed by lightning. 
Near 
Plainwell, 
Mich.—Alexander 
Ferguson, 
killed 
by lightning, 
and 
William West, killed in wreckage of 
barn. 
Fortunately, the storms 
did 
not. 
strike any large towns, but the de­ 
vastation wrought in the rich farm­ 
ing country through which they passed 
Is said to be 
terrible. 
Crops were 
ruined and substantial brick and frame 
dwelling houses and barns were lit­ 
erally blown Into fragments and scat­ 
tered for hundreds of yards about the 
country. 


Town of Sunrise Escaped. 
Sunrise, Minn., a little town of 800 
Inhabitants, about whose safety much 
anxiety was felt, escaped uninjured.

three miles from town, but did not hit

and his wife were seriously hurt, hut 
not fatally injured.

farm property, but no loss of life Is 
reported. 
The loss of three lives and terrible 
damage resulting from the cyclone In 
the farming country between Caledo­ 
nia and Freeburg, Minn., where a wide 
strip several miles long was laid to 
waste, has just become known.

and Ids wife and 
two children were 
killed. 
Meyer escaped serious injury.

Cloudbursts Overflow Rivero and Dam- 
age Property. 
Johnstown, Pa., June 
8.—Thunder 
showers, electric 
storms and 
heavy 
downpours 
of rain 
that have 
pre* 
vailed throughout Western Pennsylva­ 
nia during tho entire week, culminat­ 
ed In cloudbursts 
In Cambria, West­ 
moreland, Somerset and Butler coun­ 
ties, that caused the rivers and creeks 
to overflow, 
flooding the 
streets in 
many communities and disseminating 
a general flood scare. 
Reports from the various sections 
affected during the day, however, In­ 
dicate that the waters 
are receding, 
the weather Is clearing and all danger 
of further damage is post. 
Early re­ 
ports indicate that the damage would 
be much greater than is estimated. 
Probably 
$50,000 
will 
cover 
all 
losses sustained in tho sections af­ 
fected. 
The greatest dnmage was in Hoo­ 
versville, Somerset county, eighteen 
miles from tiiis 
city. 
Here a verit­ 
able cloudburst caused Stony creek to 
rise seven feet In an hour and a half 
The water reached the first floor of 
many dwellings and all the factories 
in tile low lying section of tho town 
were obliged to 
suspend operations. 
Cellars were flooded and a number of 
streets were under water for a time, 
but no casualties are known to have 
resulted. 


Summer Resort Destroyed. 
A tenement house 
In which lived 
twenty families was ordered vacated 
as a matter 
of precaution 
and the 
Hooversville schoolhouse was washed 
away 
from 
its 
foundation. 
Island 
Park, a summer resort, was destroyed 
by the waters, hut as the flood came 
at an hour when tiiere were no pleas­ 
ure seekers there, the loss is confined 
to the property of tho park manage­ 
ment. 
The entire loss in this section 
Is 
estimated 
at $25,000. 
The 
Con- 
nemaugh river, made famous in the 
history of the Johnstown flood of 1889, 
swollen 
by the outpouring from the 
Stony creek section, began to rise 
rapidly 
and caused 
somewhat of a 
scare Iii tills city. 
The streets along 
the river bank were soon inundated 
and mills and factories were obliged 
to suspend. 
Street 
car traffic 
was 
soon out of the question, while rail­ 
way trains were delayed at outlying 
points awaiting the 
subsiding of tjie 
high 
water. 
Telephone 
and 
tele­ 
graph communication was interrupted 
but for a short time and tills at first 
caused some apprehension as to the 
magnitude of the flood. 
Traffic, how­ 
ever, has been resumed and all that 
is left to Indicate that any danger was 
feared is the wet and muddy cond! 
lion of the streets and a few flooded 
cellars.
